Cabinet Representation. 



Acting, it may bo presumwl, upon 
the high moral principle that, by the 
continual throwing of dirt, sonic is sure 
to stick, our local contemporary is la- 
bouring by the most audacious misre- 
presentation of the other members of 
the British Columbia delegation, to 
manufacture a public grievance out of 
the failuro of its master to push him- 
self into the Federal Cabinet. In its 
issue of yesterday, after treating the 
abstract question of Provincial rights 
to representation in the Dominion 
Cabiiirt, our contemporary reiterate'.! 
its oft' repeated, and as often contra- 
dicted, %Del upon Messrs. Nelson, 
Devvdney,' Thompson and Nathan, 
■whom^fVaccuses of having joined in a 
"round robiu'v Jn opposition to the re- 
presentation ' of this Province in the 
Cabinet. This statement has been al- 
ready so often refuted in these columns 
that we would not feel justified in tir- 
ing the reader with another recital of 
tire circumstances connected with 
transactions of which only "one" of 
our representatives in the Federal Par- 
liament has any reason to feel ashamed. 
There is no desire to become the de- 
fender, much less the apologist, of the 
other four (not live as our contempora- 
ry put it) in this matter. They can 
well afford to treat these attacks with 
silent contempt; and we feel quite sure 
they will experience no difficulty what- 
ever Jin satisfying their constituents 
as to their conduct, if ever called upon 
to do so, which seems extrmely im- 
probable, notwithstanding the efforts 
of our contemporary to bring about 
such a result. But in the general in- 
terests of the cause of justice and fair 
play, wo may be permitted to repeat 
our unqualified denial of the allegation 
that these gentlemen, by word or act, 
placed themselves in any such position 
as has been represented. They only 
took the necessary steps for clearing 
themselves of complicity in certain 
misrepresentation and trickery of 
"one" of their colleagues, which they 
conceived to be of such a nature as to 
demand a vindication. Reverting to 
the abstract principle of Cabinet re- 
presentation, we cannot recognise the 
fitness of any cast-iron rule by which 
each Province forming the Dominion 
shull be entitled to demand a certain 
number of seats in the Cabinet. It is 
doubtless desirable, "ceteris paribus," 
that territorial considerations should 
not be overlooked in the formation of 
• cabinets. But there are other consi- 
derations, such as brains, political in- 
fluence and ability to command a fol- 
lowing in Parliament, administrative 
capacity, and the like, which no Gov- 
ernment can afford to overlook. 
That it is both desirable and just 
that British Columbia should have 
a seat in the Federal Cabinet, 
we presume no one will bo inclined to 
quostion. The much misrepresented 
"four" members hav i not done so. 
Certainly we have not. Without wish- 
ing to raise any invidious comparisons, 
we think there are cogent reasons why 
British Columbia should bo represented 
in the Federal Cabinet — reasons 
which do not apply with equal 
weight to some other Provinces. 
Standing, at it were, the sole sentinel 
of the Dominion on this western rim 
of the continent, with the great "Lone 
Land" separating it from the seat of 
central government, it seems especi- 
ally desirable that British Columbia 
should bo represented in the Execu- 
tive, as well as in Parliament ; and 
every true friend of the Province will, 
wo take it, seek to promote the attain- 
ment of that object. But how shall 
the Pacific Province obtain a seat in 
the Cabinet? Certainly not by divi- 
ding her against herself, and insulting 
four out of live of her representatives 
by constantly thrusting the fifth under 
their nose as 'head and shoulders above 
them,' as the embodiment of all the 
wisdom and ability of the delegation. 
Certainly not by alienating the four 
by persisting in misconstruing their 
actions. Our contemporary talks 
about the "four" members as traitors 
to their country, and represents them 
as opposed to its representation in the 
Dominion Cabinet, simply because 
they have felt themselves called upon 
to expose and denounce the disreputa- 
ble scheming of it and its master. But, 
surely it would be difficult to conceive 
of any course of conduct more inimi- 
cal to the interests of British Columbia 
in this respect than that which is being 
pursued by our contemporary. Under 
the guise of promoting a very proper 
and laudable object, it is most effectu- 
ally injuring the cause by sowing the 
seeds of discord where harmony and 
union are so essential to success. In 
truth, tho whole story may be told in 
a very few words: With our contem- 
porary cabinet representation for 
British Columbia means a Federal 
portfolio for its master, and nothing 
more; and rather than see that coveted 
portfolio given to any other member of 
our delegation, it would see Bri- 
tish Columbia excluded altogether. 
This seems to bo the only feas- 
ible explanation of its conduct in 
seeking to set tho delegation by the 
ears and thus destroy their influence, 
whenever it finds that there is no long- 
er any hope of its master being taken 
in and done for. Such conduct is cer- 
tainly highly reprehensible, and can- 
not fail to meet with condemnation at 
• M'e hands of every right-thinking man.

The residents of Port Townsend cele- 
brated the 07th anniversary of American 
Independence in a manner becoming the 
occasion it commemorated. A general 
holiday was proclaimed and business sus- 
pended. Bunting waved from every 
llagstaff, and tho revenue cutters Lincoln 
and Reliance, lying in the harbor, pre- 
sented a very pretty appearance, being 
decorated with the Hags of all nations and 
other brighthued insignia. At noon a na- 
tional s..lute was fired and tho people as- 
sembled in tho Good Templar's Hall 
when John E. Burns, Esq., read tho 
Declaration of American Independence 
and where an excellent oration was de- 
livered by Hon. CM. Bradshaw. Hon. S. 
Gargoldo followed with a few eloquent 
and patriotic remarks. Both gentlemen 
referred in most friendly terms to Great 
Britain and Canada, whom they pictured 
for future ages marching hand-in-hand 
with tho great Rspnblic in the 
van of civilization and liberty.

MunicipaS Street By-Lav/ to regulate the con- 
struction, maintainance, and repairs of 
Streets within the City limits, and to regu- 
late the Public traffic thereon. 

[4th June, 1873.] 

WHEREAS it is expedient for the Rood government of the City of 
Victoria, B. C, to make provisions for the construction, main- 
tainance, aiid repairs of Streets within the City limits, and the 
regulation of the puhlic traffic thereon. .,„,,«. 

Bo it therefore enacted by the Municipal Council of tho City of Vic- 
toria, as follows : 

1. No person or persons shall ride or drive through any of the Pub- 
lic Streets of the Citv of Victoria, at a pace exceeding six miles an hour, 
under a penalty not exceeding Five Dollars or such imprisonment as the 
Stipendiary Magistrate may direct. 

2 No' person or persons engaged or concerned in the erection, re- 
pair or alteration of any building, cellar or sewer within the City, shall 
be at liberty to occupy more than one-third of tho width of the street, 
in front of such building, cellar or sewer, witli materials necessary for 
the erection, repair or alteration of such building, cellar or sewer, un- 
less he or they shall obtain permission from the Mayor and Council, or 
from the Street Committee of the Council, .so to do ; and such person 
dv persons shall, if required by the Mayor and Council, or the Street 
Committee, erect such a fence and place such beacon lights around or 
near to such building, cellar or sewer, as shall, by the Mayor and 
Council or the Street Committee aforesaid, be deemed necessary to 
prevent accidents to persons or animals. And any person or persons 
neglecting or refusing to comply with the provisions of this Section, or 
of any order made in pursuance thereof, shall, upon conviction, be 
liable to a lino not exceeding Twenty Dollars. 

3 No person shall throw or cause to be thrown, or deposit on any 
of the footpaths, sidewalks, highways, streets, thoroughfares or any 
public place within the Citv limits, any rubbish, tilth, ashes, offal, of 
any kind or anv substance which may lie considered a nuisance by the 
Mayor and Council aforesaid, under a penalty not exceeding Twenty- 
Five Dollars or Ten days imprisonment at discretion of any Justice of 
the Peace, before whom such offender shall be tried. 

4. No person or persons shall interupt any highway or Public thor- 
oughfare within the Citv limits, by erecting thereon any fence, building, 
barricade, or obstruction of any nature or any kind, or break up or dis- 
turb the surface of anv Public street or highway unless by permission 
of the Mayor and Council or the Street Committee, on their behalf, and 
any street or highway so disturbed by the aforesaid permission shall 
without delay, be put in as good condition by such person or persons 
as it was before the surface thereof was broken up or disturbed as 
aforesaid, and such person or persons shall, within a 
reasonable time, remove all surplus dirt or rubbish that 

'that mav have accumulated by reason of breaking up or disturbing 
the surface of such public street or highway, and shall also keep such 
parts of such public street or highway as shall have been broken up or 
disturbed by him or them, in good repair for the space of three months 
thereafter. And anv person or persons who shall be guilty of a breach 
of the provisions of this Section may, on conviction thereof, be lined in 
any sum not exceeding Fifty Dollars. 

5. Every person who in any thoroughfare or Public place of the 
said City shall throw or lay any' dirt, litter, glass, ashes, carrion, fish, 
offal or rubbish, or throw or cause any such thing to go into any sewer, 
pipe or drain, or into anv well, stream or water-course, or put the same 
into such a position that it may run into the harbour or into any pond or 
reservoir for water, or cause any offensive matter to run from any manu- 
factory, stable, slaughter house, butcher's shop or dunghill or any un- 
covered place, whether or not surrounded by a fence or wall, shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding Twenty Dollars for each offence. 

G Every person who shall empty or begin to empty any privy or 
water closct'within the said City, within the hours of six in the morning 
and ei'dit in the evening, and who shall move along any thoroughfare 
any night soil, soap-lees, ammoniacal liquor, or other such offensive 
matter°between the hours of six in the morning and eight in the even- 
ing or who shall at anv time use for such purpose any cart or carriage 
not'havin" a proper covering, or who shall wilfully or carelessly slop or 
spill any such offensive matter in the removal thereof, or who shall not 
carefully sweep or cleanse any such place m winch any such offensive 
matter shall have been placed, spilled or dropped, shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding Twenty Dollars or not more than Eight Days- 
imprisonment for each offence

13. Any person or persons failing to comply with any Provision of 
this By-Law or any part thereof shall be subject to the ponalfios herein 
gtated and such penalties shall bo recoverable summarily before any 
Justice of tho Peace having Jurisdiction within tho limits of tho said
